BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the area described as follows is 

hereby designated an R3 district under the terms of Chapter 36, 

Municipal Codes of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as 

amended by General Ordinance No. 2836 and amendments thereof, 

and the symbols of the City of Fort Wayne Map No. FF1 referred 

to therein, established by Section 9, Article III of said 

Chapter as amended are hereby changed accordingly, to-wit: 

A tract of land situated in Lagro Reserve, in Township 
30 North, Range 12 East, in Allen County, Indiana, and 
by metes and bounds described as follows, to-wit: 

Commencing on the center line of the public highway 
known as the Upper Huntington Road and U.S. Highway 
No. 24, at a point situated 7 chains, 50 links west 
of the east line of said Lagro Reserve; thence south 
51 degrees, 30 minutes west, along the said highway 
center line a distance of 564.8 feet; thence south 
38 degrees, 30 minutes east 340.4 feet; thence north 
28 degrees, 35 minutes, 162.86 feet; thence north 38 
degrees, 50 minutes east, 182 feet; thence north 49 
degrees east, 141 feet to the west line of the east 
6.50 chains of said Lagro Reserve, thence north on a 
line parallel to, and 6.50 chains west of the east 
line of said reserve, a distance of 240.0 feet to 
the southeast corner of Lot 17 in Edsall's Subdivision
